Jsunty Commissioners Liston to a Queor
Stery of Pioneer Days,
SNELLING  CAMPBELL'S EVENTFUL LIFE

Chiarged swith Insandty, hat Acgnitted

Somethiing of a bad hor In his youthful
luys, a hundy man In a fight In the frontier
lowne, a preacher of the goopel for twenlly
years, now a backslider and an insurance
igent, a confessed “winner'” among women,
ind a candidate for examination bLefore the
nsanity commission,

That's the life record In hbrief of SBneiling
3. Campbell, an ald man who was before
the commissloners of Ineanity on o charge
preferred by his wife. The detalls of the
story would fill a big book and would be as
intereating as any romance of thess later
dnys, The charge agalnst Mr. Campbell was
preferred by his wife, who filed an Informa-
tlon with the county authorities charging
that Camplell had been crazy for several
months, since last May b fact, and had
intely become violent and had threatenel
her lile.

When the Information was filled Sherift
Morgan went up to Loveland, Camphell's
home, and found that his man had disap-
peared, It was understood that Campbell
hat left the town because he heard of the
complaint made by hls wife, but later devel-
opments showed that he had gone away on
business, He returned home on Priday even-
Ing and yesterday morning he gent a tele-
phone mossage to the sherift stating that
he would come down If he was wanted, He
understood, he sald, thet he had leen
chnrged with insanity, and that If such was
the caze hoe wanted to know it. His life had
been one of experiences, and if Insanity was
to be Included fn the list of accomplish-
ments he had aequired bhe was ready to
amsume the respoqsibilitly at once. Sherlff
Morgan told Campbell that he had better
como down, and he arrived yesterdny after-
noon and azked to have his hearlig at
once, -

CAMPBELL'S CANDID CONFESSION.

Mra. Campbell, the complaining witness,
was not present, but the board declded to go
on with the examination of Campbell, and
the mombers were not long In finding cut
that it wns simply a case of airing some
dirty domestic linen In court, and that there
was nop reason  whatever for the charge
against him. Campbell gald he had nothing
to conceal. He had been a bad man and a
good one In his time, but had never yet
atooped to lying about himself or his dolnga,
He sald that he came to Ceuncll Bluffs a
great many years ago, when the country
was wild enovgh for any border native. He
lived here and had the reputation of belng
tho hardest man in a fight that there was in
the camp. He stafd until the refining influ-
ences of clvilizatlon began to be felt, and
then he moved further west. In the mean-
time he had marrled a frontler bride, who
had gone with N through all the vielssi-
tudes of fortune, and had only recently, when
both are on the shady side of life, become
estranged from him.

Mr Camphell told the board gome of his
frontier experiences. He said that he had
been held up in Arizona by twelve men, who
took his wife from him and had kept her
away from hls several days. Agnin In Wash-
Ingten territory his wife had been kidnaped
by rufilans and abused shamefully. All of
these facts were well known by him, and
still he and hls wife lived happlly together.
Finally, after twenty years of the roughest
kind of life, both he and his wife were con-
verted at a religious revival and he was
called to preach the gospel. He went into
the ministry of the Baptist church and
preached the word for tweny years. He was
preaching In Mills county, something more
than a year ago, when he fell & viet!m to
the wiles cf a pretty woman, lost his posi-
tloin In the church and nearly broke up his
home. In view of his past life and the many
viclssitudes they had borne together, hia
wife condotied the offense, and then they re-
moved to Loveland, where he has since been
engaged In the fire insurance business, Some
time ngo hls wife agaln beeame estranged
from him, for reasons which he could not un-
derstand, and for several monthe they have
lived very unhapplly.

Six weeks ngo hls wife demanded a division
of the property, and Mr. Camphbell thought
to humor her and acceded to the demand,
He was called away on business, and thought
that when he returned his wife would have
gotten over her tantrum and all would be
lovely again., In this he was mistaken. He
came home a few days ago to find that his
wile was more estranged than ever, and in
i few days thelr differences culminated In
:r;e filing ¢f the charge of Insanity agalnst
1im,

After hearing the full story of the ex-
minlgter, the board unanimously deeided that
thers was no ground for the complaint, and
Mr. Campbell was discharged with a eclean
bill, so far as his mental equipment Is con-

cerned. Campbell s 61 years of age.

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EDUCATORS IN CONVENTION,

Superintendent Panlson's Plan Giving
Excellent Metnrns,

County Buperintendent of Schools Paunison’s
plan for getting the schrol directors of the
different districts of the county together in
an informal meeting for a discursion of plans
for the advancement of the best interests of
the county wohosls has been very succeesfully
Innugurated. The convention called at the
superintendent’s office  yesterday wae al-
tended by about sixty representatives of the
viaritug school districts of the cotnty and
the ontire day was spent in discuealon of
questions  presented by the superintendent
and by directors present.

The meeting wan organized by the election
of Colonel W, E. Remington of Neola chalr-
man and L. 0. Willlams of Lewls townsh p
gocrotary, The meeting discnsrad a num-
be: of proposed amendments to the Iowa
echcol law, the moet radical of thess bheing
presented by H. Mendel and W, H, Klllpack
of the Neola Roard of Education, recommend-
ing that the position of school treasurer he
abollshed and that the school funds be In
charge of the county treasdrer. There was
a reason for this recommendation by the
Neola reprosentatives in the meeting, Charley
Allmaneperger recently scooped the school
treasury of Neolsn and the school board
nt that place haw become unanimous in ask-
ing for a change. Mr. Remington, in urging
action on the propesed change, otated that
thors was a Aght every yeir at Neola over
the school board electlon and that it was not

for the purpose of getting good men
into  the school board, but was for
the purpose of deciding which of the

banks of the town should handle the school
district’s monoy. Other directora present
did not favor the plan propoved by the Neola
delegates and the matter wae placed on file.

The question of compulsory education was
discussed at length and a resolut on finally
adopted appointing a committes to memorial-
Izo the legislature for an amendment to the
school law, providing that all ehildren be-
tween the ages o¢f 7 and 15 years be required
to attend school at least #ix monthes of each
year, Among the other resolutions adopted
and reforred to the legislative committee
were the following:

That school meetinges should be held on
Baturday lristead of on Moenday.

That diplomas should be glven to thoge
whe compete the elghth  grade of the
course prepiared by the state superintendent
of publle instruction,

That directors =hould be pald $1 each for
regular and speclal mectings. 1

That part of the teachers' school fund
chould be ‘»a!ﬂ out Iin proportion to the aver-
age attendance,

‘hat the efficlency, grade and pay of the
lowa teachers should be raised,

That a majority of a townsghip board and
not & majority of a quorum shouw'd be re-
qulred to dispoge of Important matters be-
ore the board,

That women should have the right to
vote on all school questions,

A motion to authorize township boarlds to
create independent districts on a petition
or vote of a majority of two-thirds of the
subdistricts was defeated, as was also a
propositlon that teachers be employed by
the wyear.

A committee, consisting of Superintendent
Paulson, L. 0. Williams of Lewis and Dr.
J. H, Swanson of Hazel Dell, was appointed
to prepare the resolutions adopted and pre-
sent them to the state lzgislature, The meel-
Ing adjourned at 4 o'clock, subject to the
call of the county superintendent.

Mayor Cleaver
has a strong following and ean come nearer

pelected than can any other candldate. W.
J. Jameson will have delegates enough to
let the conventlon know he §s a candidate
and the machine has a healthy showing In
geveral precinets with a eprinkling in every
ward In the city, The present Indlcatlons are
that the candidate who gets the nomlination
at the convention will be compelled to ac-
quire ptrength that is not now In sight, and
the time between thls and next Wednesday
will be directed in the line of tleups and
compromisen,

In tho First ward there was present the
Iargest crowd of voters that has attended a
ward ecaucus in the history of the -elty.
There were between 200 and 300 republicans
present. The Intention was to hold the cau-
eus In one building, both precinots voting
jointly for aldermen, and then gathering at
each end of the room for the purpose of
